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1 . Claims 20-69 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

These claims as recited fail to clearly set forth the invention. There is no 
antecedent basis in the claim(s) for the expressions, "the flow sensor", the resistance 
pattern", "the connection pad", in claim 20, and "the protection layer", in claim 24. It is 
requested that applicants review the claims so as to provide clear antecedent basis for 
the expressions recited therein. Also, some of the steps are not understood since they 
are not clearly recited. The method appears to reside in forming a flow sensor. The 
claims should be set forth in such manner to make such a device. 

2. Claims 1-19 and 70 appear to be in condition for allowance. 

3. Wise et al have been cited to further show the state of the art.
